Each experience, 
however, influences the succeed- 
ing government; to some exten, 
the left educates the right and 
vice versa, and this is the pattern 
of evolutionary progress. 

But extremisms cause the pen- 
dulum to swing widely. Thus Com- 
munism in Italy and Germany was 
not strong enough in the ‘20's to 
capture power, but was trouble- 
some enough to make it almost 
impossible for moderates to 
govern. The answer then was 
Fascism. This, in turn, created 
many Communists, but the reac- 
tion of the people against Fascist 
violence included reaction agaixst 
all violence. As long as the people 
could take Communism watered

| moderate parties, they swallowed 
it. When it stands out nakedly and 
aggressively they retreat—and far. 
Communism is thus more danger- 
ous when masked behind fellow- 
travellers and in a “popular front,” 
where it gets the indirect support 
of many who are against what it 
opposes but not for what it affirms.
